Tho American Economist, the organ 


of the protected manufacturers, has for 
three months been publishing letters 
criticising the proposed tariff bill of tho 
Reform club. These letters were solic- 
ited by The Economist from manufac- 
turers, workingmen and from members' 
of 
the 
American 
Protective Tarift 


league. Tha letter.') from workiiigmen 
were a' sorry lot. Not only were the 
criticisms puerile, but tho writers are- 
mostly unknown and without influence 
hi labor circles. Indeed there is iu somo 
of their loiters internal evidence that 
they have been used as mouthpieces o! 
their employer?. 


There ia one letter, however, fiotii 


workiiigmen which merits attention. It 
is from Mv. George E. Murray of Nev,- 
York city. Mr. Murray is chairman of 
tho board of arbitration of District As • 
sembly No. 40, Kmjhts of Labor, aud 
has been master workman and- statisti- 
cian in this district, Ho is n painter bj 
trade and is recognized among laboring 
mon aa an honest, conscientious mar, 
even when he is advocating "protection" 
and other theories and measures not in 
the interest of tho laboring man. 


Mr. Murray sees n gioat bugaboo in 


the intTfased importation—nearly $133,. 
000,000 worth—which tho Reform club 
estimates v/onld occur the first year un- 
der lower duties. Then, upon tho as- 
sumption that "labor represents 00 pel- 
cent of tho cost of all articles that man 
uses" (which, however, to be liberal lit) 
estimates at To per cent), lie says tha1; 
"every $2,0(10 worth of goods brough; 
here from another country means thai 
$1,300 worth of labor will bo done in 
some-other country; $1,500 worth of la 
bor at a fair averago represents the labor 
of three worlnngiupn for a year." 


This is tho foundation for all of Mr, 


Murray's criticism. JIo in a full blooded 
protectionist who regards all importa- 
tions as a curso, because 00 per cent of 
their value is just so much lost to the. 
laboring men ot this country who are 
thus denied the privilege of making1 
those goods. Ho entirely loses sight of 
the fact that wo pay for imported goodsi 
with the products of our labor, and the 
solo reason why wo import sonic good!) 
aud make othors is because wo can in 
this way obtain more for our labor 
We import tea, cofteo, sugar, rice; lem- 
ons, etc., and export cotton, corn, beol, 
pork, agricultural implements, bard • 
ware, etc., because it is in thu way that 
wo can get moro of tho necessities nnd 
luxuries of life. 


All men and all countries are no:, 


adapted aliko to tho production of the 
same articles, and if they wcro it would 
still pay some mon and some countries 
to conO-no their attention chiefly to cer- 
tain industries and products, and to ex- 
change to obtain other products. Mr. 
Murray evidently would stop all of thij 
exchange. 
Ho is so anxious to do all o.c 


the work himself that ho will not trade 
with alnan in Canada or Europe, who 
can produce tho required article for one 
half what it will cost to produce it at 
home. Ho prefers to mako it himself 
and to save the lalior cost, even thungh 
in doing so ho must neglect the making 
of some other article, where his labor 
would produce twice as much value. 


But let us follow up the application oF 


Mr. Murray's theory. 
Ho says that 


"under 'Earthenware,' etc., the Reform 
club by their own figures admit that 
$4,873,000 in value of additional goods 
will bo iuiiiOited into this country. 
This means of course that just that 
mnch goods will not bo produced at 
home, and that on tbobasis above named 
(73 per cent of the importation represeij t- 
ing labor) over 7,300 peoplo will be 
thrown out of employment, and this re- 
sult is attained by the Reform's club's 
figures. Do potters at Trenton, East 
Liverpool, O., Baltimore and other 
points want to see 7,300 of their number 
-thrown out of employment?" 


Let us examine these statements. Mr. 


Murray omits to notice that under 
"Earthenware," etc., tho Reform club 
includes not only all kinds of china and 
stoneware, but also briclcs, tiles, etc. 
Our manufactures of theso articles will 
probable exceed $1,000,000,000 in value. 
The value of import') is ^8,727,000 under 
an average duty of 57.03 per cent. Tho 
Reform club committee thinks that un- 
der a 23 per cont duty tho imports 
would increase to $130,000,000—a fright- 
ful showing, think'! our protoctiomst 
friend. 
But as inosl of tho imports nro 


of china and stonowarS we will accept 
Mr. Murray's figures. Suppose that tho 
potters would lose nearly §1,000,000 in 
wages, what would the people gain'1 
They would save about 23 per cent or. 
the costof their pottery wared. As they 
purchase yearly over $20,000,000 of theso 
wares, tho saving would amount to iis,- 
000,000. Hence it would bo better to pnj 
tho potters their wages aud support them 
in idleness iu order to give tho peoplo 
cheap wares. Wo will test this in an • 
other way. 


Twenty -two dozen of assorted white 


granite ware (see Tariff Reform, volume 
4, No. C) cost at wholesale §19.12 in 
England and. $32.01 in New York. Thp 
labor cost of making in Trenton is $3.36. 
The duty on tho imported English ware 
Is $10.51. Mr. Murray will observe (1) 
that tho labor cost i-3 here less than 20 
per cent (about what Porter's present 
census figures will show) and not 73 or 
DO per cent, as Mr. Murray says; (2) that 
tho duty is about twico tho labor cost, 
leaving a considerable margin for the 
pottery trust; (S) that by abolishing d-i- 
ties on granite ware wo would save about 
$9 for every §1 paid labor. 


Mr. Murray may not know it, but the 


potters have several times expressed 
opinion on tho tariff question. 
They 


have seen wages go down while tho tariff 
went up. In 187-1, when thoir wages 
were cut down, they petitioned congress 
to reduce tho rates of duty upon im- 


ported pottery, declaring that the only 
result of the tariff was to faiso tho price 
of goods aud that it benefited tbe manu- 
facturer and not iho laborer. In 188.1 
duties were raised. In 1883, after an- 
other strike, tho manufacturers suc- 
ceeded in reducing wages 8 per cent. In 
1800 
duties were again raised. In De 


cember, 1890, tho sanitary ware combine, 
composed of tho nine manufacturers in 
Trenton, East Liverpool and Baltimore 
reduced wages from 10 to 40 per cent. 
After a strike of six months an a%rerag'2 
reduction of about ID per cent was ac- 
cepted. During tho strike the combine 
advised dealers to import sanitary ware 
from England until workmen would ac- 
cept a reduction. In April, 1891, tin; 
combine rait,od tho prices of its wares. 
Some of the finest mansions in Trontoti 
are owned by the manufacturers of pot- 
tery who have grown wealthy in a few 
years. 


Can't Mr. Murray see that tho reduc- 


tion proposed would reduce the prices o!1 
pottery? That much more would, be d e • 
manded at the lower prices? That while 
we might make leas o£ some kinds we 
would make much moro of other lundsi 
Hum ot present? That this would onue 
a dematixl M potters and ft probablo in-. 
ctonse in wages? That the reHlnced cla»

tics, prices iind 'profits wotiltl probab'ly 
"brettlx-tho co-vibine which now lias iho 
potters lit it:! uieruy? That thoro is no 
connection between tariffs and wag-en'; 
That dutit-b are on b"oodB-—whiit work- 
iiigmen must buy, and not cu lulbor—all 
they hava to sell? The tame kin d of rea- 
soning applies to the glass, woolen, iron 
and steel and silk industries, which Mr. 
Murray mentions. 


He dreads- to return to "the tcrri'de 


"pbverty,and "starvation of the last free 
trade period which immediately preced- 
ed the civil war," just as if statistics did 
not show, what Blaino is compelled to 
admit in his "Twenty Years of Con- 
gress," that tho 14 years previous to laoi 
woro, as regards farming, manufacture* 
and wages, the most prosperous in our 
history. 


Mr. Murray's, ideas on wages appear to 


be slightly muddled. 


Ho says "that labor organizations 


make the prieo at which labor may bo 
sold, and in that way benefit all by keep- 
ing rates far above anything iu Europe." 
Ho says: 


"Kature in her generosity hus placed 


in her storehouse (thotarth) all that man 
requires for his comfort, and in no pl.ico 
has she been so generous as in Ainericn." 
He says: 


"'With the spirit of equality implant- 


ed in the heart of every American work- 
ingrnan it is, easy to account for tho high 
plane to which ho aspires, being far in 
advance of anything hoped for m any 
foreign country. 
This has not been 


reached without contention and a loss 
of wages to tho workingmen.-,j For the 
past 30 years the annual strike andlock- 
out occurs in somo trades or callings, 
and in order to protect themselves from 
the pauper labor of foreigners the 
Knights of Labor succeeded in having 
passed the contract labor law." He says": 


"Tho government woukl protect the 


product of its people's labor in the same 
way as the trades unions ptotect their 
members—viz, tho government, by plac- 
ing a protective taiiff on computing im- 
ports, says to the importer. 'You bliall 
not sell this or that articlo belcw a fair 
price.' The trades union says to the un- 
fair employer, 'Yon shall not, pay this 
man less than tbe minimum rate of wa- 
ges.'" 


Hero ate four or five different causes 


for the high wages in this counlry. The 
first tlneo may bo real causes, but we 
arc unable to ,=eo how a tariit on the 
products of labor, when thcbO products 
are not in the hands of labor, can pio- 
tect the laborer. It looks as if it would 
lower his wagon by compelling him to 
pay inaro for what he has to purchase— 
perhaps the very articles ho lias pro- 
duced. If ho ecnld put a duty uf $1,000 
or more on each immigrant who lands 
to compote with him, his labor would 
then bo protected. It would ahso bo pro 
tected to some extent if tho contract la- 
bor law which ho montions \vi\.s not con- 
stantly violated by tho protected manu- 
facturers. If laborers would object to t he 
duty on goods half as strongly as the 
nmuufacturcis object to tho contract la- 
bor law or to a duty on labor, their 
would soon be as little obstruction to the 
importation of goods as thcro is to tho 
importation of labor. 


Mr. Murray says that in 110 raae ",ne 


the duties proposed equal lo tho differ- 
ence in wages letwceu this anil fou-i^u 
countries." 
The duties proposed average 


33 per cent. According to tho census of 
1880, tho avcrn.LU total labor cost in nil 
manufactures was about 22 percent. It 
is expected tha.t the new census will 
show it to bo less than 20 JJIT cent; 
hence, if there were no labor cost at all 
in Eiiroppan goods, this duty would still 
more than covor tho difference. 
As a 


matter of fact, thoie is very iittln dif- 
feienco m wagei between this und other 
countries when tho amount anil qualiiv 
of the product are considered. Tins was 
tho opinion of 'William M. Evnrts unil of 
James G. Bhiino as expressed in their re- 
ports when secretary of state and is the 
opinion of many Republican authori- 
ties. If OUT §2 a day labor \vero not 
cheaper than Europe's $1 labor, we 
could not, as wo do, sell nenrlj $1,000,- 
000,000 woith of our products in compe- 
tition with tho products of foreiirn cheap 
labor. 


"Wo hope Mr. Murray will begin anew 


and go over all of the arguments for and 
against protection. Wo thank ho will 
reach different cuncluMons.

As he entered 
the composer's r.nteroom ho hoard unu- 
sual and terrific iicd&es emanating from 
Gluck's library. Ho approached stealth- 
ily, ami throxtgh a crack in the door saw 
Gluck in shirt sleeves, his faco us red as 
fire and distorte 1 by horrible grimaces, 
singing, gesticulating and 
jumping 


about like a madrnau. Naverrt, fright- 
ened by tho extraordinary spectacle, 
pushed the dooi open. "Ah, thero you 
are," exclaimed Glue;k, "lam just fin- 
ishing your dance aud will let you have 
jt right away." It was then that Gluck 
had composed (hat grand orgie of the 
savages which created such n profound 
sensation on the btage.—Sfc Louis Plist- 
Dis>patch.

Any new enterprise is looked upon with 
suspicion, and onr wage enrnora are sen- 
sitive) and quick to resent charity or 
patronage, Helpers in tho work should 
be chosen from the neighborhood, ami 
only those should be taken who can learn 
to bo accurate and trustworthy. 


Tho neighboring grocers, bal.ers and 


tinsmiths should bo enlisted in tho work, 
for they can do much by their c:o-opera- 
tion. The habits of the peoplo should be 
closely studied and friendly, and neigh- 
borly relations should bo established 
with tham. Moreover, hot aud cold wa- 
ter, which issnch an invaluable blessing 
in ti tenement IIOUSD, should be freely 
distributed by those in chargei of th'o 
kitchen, Criticism of tho dis'to sold 
should also bo welcomed, and sugses- 
tionfl sliotiltl he xHioonvagefl,—Mra.
